The second 
cruiser, which belched thick smoke from her after stack, proceeded on an east- 
southeasterly course at a speed of about nine or ten knots, but reversed 
course at II30 hours. At 1140 hours, the cruiser altered course to north- 
Aorthwest and, at 1150 hours, turned southeast, at the same time increasing its 
speed to 16 knots. At noon, when informant's ship was in position R 59-43, 
uf 23-52 , the cruiser altered its course to southwest, turning away at high speed.
